Amending the Law relating to Local Government in Ireland, a.i>. lsai. 
and for other purposes connected therewith. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
tho authority of the same, as follows : 


5 PART 1. JPoh I— 

County 

andBaronial 

County and Baronial Councils. Councils. 

1. A council (in this Act referred to as a county council or the 
council of a county) shall be established in every administrative c0 ^ ntv 
county, and be entrusted with the management of the administer- council. 

10 tive and financial business of that county, and shall consist of 
a chairman and councillors (in tills Act referred to as county 
councillors). 

2. — (1.) The county councillors shall be elected by the county 
electors duly registered under this Act, and every person shall he c °“ ncl ors ' 

15 entitled to he so registered in every year who— 

(a) either is, or would, but for being a peer or a woman, be 
entitled to be, registered in that year, as a parliamentary elector 
for the county in respect of the. occupation as owner or tenant 
of any property ; and 

20 (i) has, on or before the first day of July in that year, himself 

bond fide paid all county cess applotted on such property in 
the year ending on the preceding first day of January, or in 
the portion of that year during which he has been in 
occupation ; 
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(2.) Provided tliat — 

(a) where an occupier is entitled to deduct the whole or part of 
the amount of the county cess from his rent, the Local Govern- 
ment Board, on the application of the immediate lessor, shall 
certify the average rate in the pound of county cess payable for 5 
the five years next before such application, and the occupier 
shall not be entitled to deduct from his rent more than would 
be deducted if the county cess amounted to such average rate ; 
and 

(b) if the immediate lessor is by law liable to pay the county cess, 10 
the occupier may, by written notice to the secretary to the 
county, claim to he solely liable to pay it, and thereupon he shall 
be, and be entered in the applotmcnt as, solely liable to pay 
the cess, but lie shall be entitled, subject as above mentioned, 

to deduct the amount thereof from his rent. 15 

(3.) The county councillors shall be elected for a term of three 
years, and shall then retire together, and their places shall be filled 
by a new election. 

(4.) The Lord Lieutenant shall, within three months after the 
■passing of this Act , determine the number of county councillors for 20 
each county, and whether a county is to be divided into electoral 
divisions, and if it is, the number and contents of those divisions, 
and the number of councillors to be elected in each division. 

(5.) The councillors in each electoral division shall be elected by 
the county electors registered therein. 25 

((1) Every elector shall be entitled to a number of votes equal to 
the number of councillors to be elected, and may give all such votes 
to one candidate of distribute them among the candidates as he 
thinks fit. 

(7.) The provisions of Rule 2G in the Eirst Schedule to the Ballot 80 
Act, 1872, as to voters making the declaration of inability to read 
shall not apply at any election under this Act. 

3. — (1.) A council (in this Act referred to as a baronial council 
or the council of a barony) shall be established in every admini- 
strative barony, and shall consist of a chairman and councillors (in 35 
this Act referred to as baronial councillors). 

(2.) The foregoing provisions of this Act with respect to the 
constitution of county councils and election of councillors shall 
apply as if herein re-enacted with the substitution of barony for 
county, except that there shall be no electoral division of a barony, 40 
and the baronial councillors shall be elected by the county electors 
registered in the barony. 
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4. — (1.) For the purposes in that behalf in this Act mentioned ADJjsm. 
there shall be a standing joint committee appointed by the grand Fan T _ 
jury and the council of every county, consisting of seven repre- 
sentatives appointed by eacli body, or such less number as the an ‘c n mc:h. 

5 two bodies may agree upon. Standing 

(2.) In addition to the representatives so appointed, the sheriff of 
the county, or during his absence from the county, sickness, or grand jury 
other inability to act, a person nominated for the purpose hy the 
judge of assize at the first assizes in every year, shall be ex-officio a 
10 member of the standing joint committee. 

(3.) A resolution or act of the county council which involves any 
capital expenditure or capital liability, or the giving of any guarantee, 
or the undertaking to repair a road not previously repairable as a 
public road, shall, save as in this Act mentioned, ho invalid without 
15 the consent of the standing joint committee, and such consent, may 
he given in whole or in part, and absolutely or conditionally. 

5, (i.) Any twenty cess payers of a county may apply to a Removal of 

judge of assize for leave to petition the Higli Court for the removal ^bstatution 
of the councillors of a county or baronial council, on the ground of appointed 

20 of corruption, malversation, or oppression, or of persistent dis- “uncillore. 
obedience to the law, and the judge of assize, if of opinion, after 
hearin g evidence, that there is a primd facie case, may give such leave. 

(2.) The petition shall be presented hy the said cess payers within 
twenty-one days after leave is given, and shall be tried hy the 
25 judges on the rota for the trial of election petitions, and shall he 
presented and tried, and notice thereof served, and security for costs 
given, in like manner as nearly as may he as if the petition were an 
election petition. 

(3.) At the conclusion of the trial the judges shall determine 
30 whether the charges in the petition are or are not proved and— 

(a) if they find proved a charge that a councillor knowingly 
and wilfully has committed an act of corruption, malversation, 
or oppression, or persistently disobeyed the law, they may 
disqualify him for seven yeoj’s'from holding office as a county 
35 or baronial councillor ; and 

(5) if they find proved a charge of any act or default of the 
council which can be remedied, they may order the council to 
remedy that act or default within the time limited hy the 
order; and 

40 (c) if they find proved a charge that the council have 

knowingly pursued a course of corruption, malversation, oppres- 
sion, or persistent disobedience to the law, they may order all 
the councillors to be removed ; 
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and if any such order to remedy an act or default is not complied 
with by the council, the judges for the time being on the rota for 
the trial of election petitions may order all the councillors to be 
removed. 

(4) The judges shall in any case order by whom and in what 5 
proportions the costs are to be borne, whether by the council, by tho 
councillors or any of them, or by tho petitioners. 

(o.) Upon an order of removal being made, the chairman and 
councillors of the council shall cease to hold office, and for such 
term, not exceeding three years, as is lived by tho order, such 10 
persons, not less than five, qualified to be councillors of the council, 
as the Lord Lieutenant appoints (of whom one named by the Lord 
Lieutenant shall be chairman,) shall during his pleasure form the 
said council, and have the same authority and be in the same 
position as if elected councillors and chairman. 15 

(6.) 'Within one month before the end of the said term, new 
councillors and a new chairman shall, on clays fixed by tho Lord 
Lieutenant, lie elected, and if those days are not tho ordinary 
days of election, they shall be elected as if they were the ordinary 
clays of election, hut the persons elected shall hold office for the same 20 
time only as if they hod been elected at the next preceding 
ordinary day ol election. Until the day so fixed no councillors 
of such council shall he elected.

Transfer of business of Grand Juries and Presentment Sessions. 26 

6.— (1.) Subject to the exceptions and provisions in this Act, 
there shall be transferred to the council of each county on and after 
the appointed day, the administrative business of the grand jury 
and of the presentment sessions of the county at large ; and the 
expression administrative business includes all business in respect of 30 
presentments for public works and moneys, and any fiscal concerns 
and fiscal business, and alljiusiness not excepted by this section ; and 
anything authorised or required to he done by, t,o, or before a grand 
jury or the presentment sessions of a county at large in relation 
to such administrative business, shall ho authorised or required to 35 
he done by, to, or before tlic county council of the county without 
any fiat or other sanction of a judge of assize. 

(2.) Is othing in this Act shall transfer to a county council or any 
committee or member thereof— 

(a.) any business relating to bills of indictment or otherwise in 40 
relation to criminal matters ; or 
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(b.) any power to administer an oath ; or ' J * 

(o.) any business of the grand jury in relation to compensation 

under section one hundred and six or section one hundred and andBaronial 
thirty-five of the Grand Jury Act, 1836, or any enactment of Council*. 

5 that or any other Act touching such compensation, or applying 
cr amending either of those sections ; 

(3.) The application for such compensation shall be sent to the 
grand jury through the secretary to the county, and not laid 
before presentment sessions ; and the t ime and procedure for making 
10 the application shall be, so far as practicable, the same as hereto- 
fore, but may be adapted to this Act by the procedure rules under 
this Act ; Provided that, — 

(a) where any jury is empanuelied it shall be a special jury; and 

( b ) if the application is for compensation under the said section 
15 one hundred and thirty-five the secretary shall send notice of 

it to the council of the barony in which the offence giving rise 
to it is alleged to have been committed, and that council may 
appear as a party upon any hearing touching such application. 

7. Subject to the exceptions and provisions in this Act, Transfer to 
20 there shall be transferred to the council of eaoh barony on of 
and after the appointed day the business of the presentment busmsssof 
sessions of the barony, and anything authorised or required to be p“™“ meDt 
done by, to, or before the presentment sessions of a barony shall sessions, 
he authorised or required to he done by, to, or before the couucil 
25 of the barony.

(2.) Every council (whether county or baronial) shall hold 
quarterly meetings on such days and at such hours as (so far as 
35 not fixed by this Act) are fixed by the county council. They shall 
be so fixed tliat — 

(a) a reasonable time shall elapse between every quarterly meet- 
ing of every baronial council in a county, and the next 
quarterly meeting of the council of that county, and 
40 (5) the county officers may be able to attend the meetings of all 

the baronial councils. 
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(3.) The Lord Lieutenant in Council may, within six months 
after the passing of this Act , make rules (in this Act referred to 
as procedure rules) regulating, any such procedure under the Grand 
Jury Act, 1830. or any enactment applying or amending the same, 
as is affected by this Act, and any matter authorised by this 5 
Act to he regulated by the procedure rules. 

(4.) The procedure rules shall provide for the publicity of 
proceedings and resolutions of county and baronial councils, and for 
giving the like facilities for traverse and memorials as heretofore, 
hut except so far as continued by the rules, or as applicable to any 10 
business retained by the grand jury, the enactments relating to the 
procedure of grand juries ns respects administrative business and of 
presentment sessions shall he repealed. 

(5.) Subject to the provisions of this Act and of the enactments 
applied by this Act and of the procedure rules, every council may 15 
make standing orders for the regulation of their proceedings and 
business, and for the purpose of aiding them in so doing, the Local 
Government Board may, if they think fit, frame and circulate 
model forms of standing orders. 

(6.) Anything authorised or required to he done by, to, or 20 
before a county or baronial council, may be done at such times 
and according to such procedure as, so far as not regulated by 
or in pursuance of this Act, may he determined by the said 
standing orders, hut anything so required to he done shall he done 
at the time necessary for giving effect to such requirement. 25 

9. — (1.) Subject as in this section mentioned every person shall 
he entitled to the like traverse as heretofore. 

(2.) The traverse, if entered more than one month before the next 
assizes for the county, may he entered in the High Court, and there 
tried; hut may, if rules of the High Court so provide or the 30 
Court so order, he remitted for trial to a judge of assize, or (whatever 
may be the amount involved) to the Civil Bill Court. 

(3.) The traverse shall he tried in like manner as heretofore, 
save that it shall, if not tried in the Civil Bill Court, ho tried by a 
special jury ; and there shall be the same appeal from any decision 35 
of the Civil Bill Court as is conferred hv the County Court Amend- 
ment (Ireland) Act, 1882, and the Acts amending the same. 

(4.) Subject as in this section mentioned all persons shall he 
entitled to the like power as heretofore of presenting a memorial 
under section eighteen or section sixty-four of the Grand Jury Act, 40 
.1836, and any other enactments relating to the like memorial, and 
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such memorial shall he dealt with in like manner as heretofore, save 
that where a jury is empannelled it shall he a special jury. 

(3.) Buies of the High Court shall he made for carrying into 
effect this section and adapting to this Act the procedure relating 
5 to traverses and the said memorials. 


Transfer of Miscellaneous Powers. 

10 . There shall be transferred to the council of each county on 
and after the appointed day the business of any board of guardians 
in any area in the county in relation to the execution as local 

10 authority of the Contagious Diseases (Animals) Acts, 1878 to 1890, 
and the Destructive Insects Act, 1877. 

11. There shall be transferred to the council of each county on 
and after the appointed day, the business of any justices as to the 
repair of sudden damage to roads, whether under section lorty-nine 

15 of the Grand Jury Act, 1836, or under the Roads Act, 1S67, or 
otherwise, but without any limitation as to the number of orders 
which may be made. 

12. (l.) A county council may resolve to adopt this section in 

their county and cause such resolution to be published at least 

20 twice in two newspapers circulating generally in the county, and if 
the resolution is confirmed by a resolution of the council ■ at a 
meeting hold not less than one month after the first of such 
publications, tlie adoption shall, at the end of three months after 
such confirming resolution, or at any later date thereby fixed, 

25 take effect. 

(2.) Thereupon there shall be transferred to the council of the 
county the business of every board of guardians in any area in 
tlie county touching the execution as rural sanitary authority 
of the Sanitary Acts, aud in this Act the expression •' Sanitary 

30 Acts” means the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, the Housing 
of the Working Classes Act, 1890, the Labourers (Ireland) Acts, 
L883 to 1886, and the Factory and Workshop Act, 1891, and 
the Acts amending any of the said Acts, and any other Act 
conferring powers and duties on rural sanitary authorities as sneh. 

35 (3.) The county council shall, for the administration of the 

business so transferred, divide their county into such districts (in 
this Act called sanitary districts), as with the approval ot the 
Local Government Board they think suitable (so that each townland 
be wholly included in one district), and shall delegate the said 
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A.l). 1892. administration in each sanitary district to a committee (in this 
Part I.— Act called a sanitary committee) appointed from time to time 

Cmmhj an( i consisting of such comity councillors and such councillors 
tndBartnual , . , , . ' 

Councils, or the baronies comprised wholly or partly in the district as appear 

to the county council to represent the cesspayers of the district. 


(-1.) The sanitary committee shall have within the sanitary dis- 
trict all the powers, duties, and liabilities of the rural sanitary 
authority under the Sanitary Acts, subject nevertheless lo the 
provisions of this Act and subject as follows : — 

(«) a sanitary committee shall have no power in relation to 10 
officers, and no power of raising money by rate, cess, or loan ; 

(h) the power of adopting any Act or enactment shall be 
exercised by the county council either for their county or for 
any sanitary district ; 

(a) the county council shall make general regulations for the 15 
government of the sanitary committee, to which the committee 
shall conform : 


(d) any five cesspayers in the barony may appeal to the county 
council from any act or order of the sanitary committee 
other than any proceedings for the removal of a nuisance, 20 
and the county council may confirm, vary, or rescind such act 

or order, and pending appeal, such act or order shall he stayed ; 

(e) A medical officer or sanitary inspector of the county may 
appeal to the county council in relation to any act or order 

of the sanitary committee, and thereupon the council may 25 
make an order under the Sanitary Acts. 

(5.) The consent of the standing joint committee shall not be 
required to any expenditure for the purposes of the Sanitary Acts 
which is defrayed out of special expenses. 


(C.) The power of appointing officers under the Sanitary Acts is 30 
hereby varied, so that the county council may appoint officers 
either for the whole county, or for any part thereof, and may 
assign the area within which any such officer is to exercise 
his office. The officers so appointed shall hold their office by the 
like tenure and have, as nearly as may he, within the area assigned 35 
the same powers and duties as the officers of the sanitary 
authority have within the district of that authority. 

(7.) The expenses of the execution of the Sanitary Acts in any 
sanitary district shall be levied off the district, or the proper 
contributory place, in the district. 40 
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(8.) The comity council may delegate to a sanitary committee a.d. 1892 . 
the business respecting the repair of sudden damage to roads. 

(9.) If the county council are of opinion that the sanitary com- 
mittee have made default in performing any duty, the council 
5 shall take the necessary steps to secure the performance of 
that duty, and for that purpose may exercise all the powers of the 
sanitary authority. 

(10.) If it appears to the Lord Lieutenant that the councils 
of not less than three-fourths in number of all the counties in 
10 Ireland have adopted this section, he may, by Order in Council, 
direct, that the section shall have effect in the remaining counties 
as if adopted, and make such provisions as seem necessary or proper 
for that purpose, and the order shall have the same effect in each 
of those counties as a duly confirmed resolution of the council of 
15 that county. 

13 . — (1.) On and after the appointed day, a county council shall Power of 
have power, iu addition to any other authority (if any), to enforce 

the Rivers Pollution Prevention Act, 1S7G (subject to the restrictions to enforce 
in that Act contained), in relation to so much of any stream as is 
20 situate within or passes through or by any part of their county, and c . 75 .’ 
for that purpose they shall have the same powers and duties as if 
they were a sanitary or other authority having power to enforce 
that Act, and the county were their district. 

(2.) A county council may contribute towards the costs of any 
25 prosecution under the said Act instituted by any other county council 
or any sanitary authority. 

(3.) The Local Government Board by Provisional Order made 
on the application of the council of any county concerned, may 
constitute a joint committee or other body representing all 
30 the counties through or by which a river, or auy specified 
portion of a river, or any tributary thereof, passes, and may 
confer on such committee or body all or any of the powers of 
a sanitary authority under the said Act ; and the Order may 
contain such provisions respecting the constitution and proceedings 
35 of the said committee or body as may seem proper, and may 
provide for the payment of the expenses of such committee 
or body by the counties represented by it, and for the audit of 
the accounts of such committee or body and their officers. 

14 . Where it appears to the Local Government Board that Power to

Act, or relates to property so transferred, tlie Board may, make a 
Provisional Order for transferring such business to a council. 

New Lowers. 

15. — (1.) On and after the appointed day the council of each 
county may appoint to be governors or directors of the district 5 
lunatic asylum for the county or district comprising the county, 
such number of persons as the Lord Lieutenant authorises, and the 
persons so appointed shall hold office during the term of office of 
tlie council that appointed them. 

(2.) Nothing in this section shall limit the existing power of the 10 
Lord Lieutenant to appoint governors or directors of an asylum, save 
that the number appointed by him shall not exceed the aggregate 
number of governors or directors of that asylum authorised to 
be appointed by county councils. 

16. Every county council may appoint annually five persons 15 

to he governors of any infirmary or hospital in their comity to which 
contribution has been or is in the course of being made out of the 
county cess, and those governors shall be members of the body 
corporate of the infirmary or hospital, and have all the [lowers of 
fully qualified governors. 20 

17. — (1.) After the appointed day a coroner for a county shall 
not be elected by the parliamentary electors of the county or any 
district therein, and on a vacancy in the office of a coroner for a 
county, who is elected to that office in pursuance of a writ .de 
coronatore eligondo, a like writ for the election of a successor 25 
shall be directed to the council of the county instead of to the 
sheriff, and the council shall thereupon appoint a qualified person, 
not being a county or baronial councillor, to the office, and if 
the county is divided into coroners districts, assign him a district. 

(2.) The enactments relating to the division of a county, riding, 30 
or division into coroners districts shall have effect as if tlie county 
council were substituted for the justices in special sessions. 

(8.) The Lord Chancellor may, if he thinks fit, remove any 
coroner from his office for inability or misbehaviour in the discharge 
of his duty. Nothing in this section shall alter the jurisdiction 35 
of the Lord Chancellor or the High Court or a judge of assize, in 
relation to the removal of a coroner otherwise than in manner 
provided by this Act.

18. — (1.) The council of each county shall, upon the report of

guardians, or persons concerned, be submitted lor decision to the 
High Court in such summary manner as, subject to rules of court, 
may be directed by the court ; and the court, after hearing such 25 
parties and taking such evidence (if any) as it thinks just, shall 
decide the question ; and every such decision shall he subject to 
appeal.

Local Financial Year and Annual Budget. 

39. — (1.) After the appointed day, the local financial year shall Fixing 
be the twelve months ending the thirty -first day of March , and 

10 the accounts of the receipts and expenditure of every county council year and

(2.) All enactments relating to accounts of local authorities, 
or the audit thereof, or to returns touching their receipts and 
expenditure, or to meetings, or other matters, shall be modified so * 

15 far as is necessary for adapting them to this section, and the Local 
Government Board shall give such orders and make such arrange- 
ments as appear to the Board to be necessary or proper for effecting 
such adaptation, and giving effect to this section. 

40. — (1.) The expenses incurred by a county and baronial Annual 
20 council in the execution of any business transferred or powers and county ° E 

duties conferred or imposed by this Act, or in discharging their councils, 
liabilities, or otherwise under this Act, shall (subject as in this Act 
mentioned) be paid out of the county cess. 

(2.) At the beginning of every local financial year, every 
25 county council shall cause to be submitted to them an estimate of 
the receipts and expenses of such council during that year, whether 
on account of property, county cess, loans, or otherwise. 

(3.) The council shall estimate the amount to be raised in the

(2.) The former expenses shall ho defrayed out of the limited 
sanitary rate herein-after mentioned ; but if in excess of what can 
be raised by that rate, then out of the ordinary county coss, levied 20 
off tho district or part of a district liable. 

(3.) The limit of the sanitary rate shall be fixed by an order of 
the Local Government Board which shall be made for each county, 
as soon as may he, after the passing of this Act, or if respecting 
business transferred under the Sanitary Acts, after the resolution is 25 
confirmed or the Order in Council made by reason of which such 
transfer takes effect. 

(4.) The order shall, in the case of business under the Sanitary 
Acts, separately limit the rate for general and the rate for special 
expenses, within the meaning of the Sanitary Acts, and, as regards 30 
the latter, separately limit the, rate for special expenses in a town as 
defined by the order and for special expenses elsewhere than in a 
town so defined. 

(5.) The amount to be raised by the sanitary rate shall be estimated

any surplus of such cess shall be paid to the county treasurer. 

(4.) This section shall apply to county boroughs, with the sub- 
35 stitution of borough rate for county cess, and any sum required to 
be raised partly off a county at large and partly off a county 
borough, shall be apportioned between them in proportion to their 
rateable value or to the rateable value of those parts of them off 
which the sum is to be raised.

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44.— (1.) When a county council, including the council of a 
county borough, is required under any Act to pay any sum into 
Her Majesty’s Exchequer, or to the Treasury, or to the Board of 
Works, such sum shall be deducted from the amount payable 
out of the Local Taxation (Ireland) Account (within the meaning 5 
of the Probate Duties (Scotland and Ireland) Act, 1888) to such 
council, and instead of being paid to the council shall bo paid into 
th e Exchequer.

PART V. 

Supplemental. , 

Application of Acts. 

45. For carrying this Act into effect, the sections of Acts specified 25 
in Part One of the Third Schedule to this Act, so far as they are 
consistent with this Act, and are in force in municipal boroughs, shall 
apply as if herein re-enacted with the amendments made by this 
Act and in such terms and with such modifications as are necessary 
to make, them applicable to county and baronial councils, and to 30 
their chairmen, members, and committees. 

Provided as follows : — 

(1.) Casual vacancies among the councillors shall bo filled by 
the council. 

(2.)^ The outgoing councillors shall retire on the ordinary day of 35 
election of councillors. 
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(3.) The provisions with respect to the times for holding 
quarterly meetings shall not apply, hut the county council 
shall hold a quarterly meeting at noon on the first day of 
December , which shall be the ordinary day of election of the 
5 chairman of a county council, and such election shall be 
the first business at the December quarterly meeting. 

(4.) The day of the first quarterly meeting of a baronial council 
in the year beginning with the twenty-fifth day of November 
shall be the ordinary day of election of the chairman of that 
10 council. 

(5.) The meeting of a county or baronial council, or of any com- 
mittee thereof, may be held at such place either within or 
without their county or barony, as the county council direct, 
and subject to this Act and to the procedure rules may be 
15 held on such day as the council think fit. 

(6.) Ten days shall be substituted for five days as the time 
within which a person elected to a corporate office is to accept 
it, and tioelve months shall be substituted for six months as 
the period of absence which disqualifies a councillor. 

20 (7.) Nothing in the said sections shall render a person elected 

councillor without his previous consent to his nomination 
liable to pay a fine on non-acceptance of office, or render a 
chairman or vice-chairman disqualified as such by reason of 
absence. 

25 46. — (1.) All enactments in any Act, whether general or local, 

which relate to any business, powers, duties or liabilities transferred 
by this Act from any authority to a county or baronial council, 
shall, subject to the provisions of this Act and any procedure 
rules made thereunder, and so far as circumstances admit, be 
30 construed as if — 

[а) any reference therein to the said authority or to any com- 
mittee or member thereof, or to any meeting thereof (so far as 
it relates to the business, powers, duties, or liabilities trans- 
ferred) referred to the comity or baronial council, or to a 

35 committee or member thereof, or to a meeting thereof, as the 
case requires, and as if — 

(б) a reference to the foreman of the grand jury referred to the 
chairman of the county council ; and 

{c) a reference to any officer of such authority referred to the 
40 corresponding officer of a county council ; 

and all the said enactments shall be construed with such modi- 
fications as may be necessary for carrying this Act into effect. 
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(2.) Where under the said enactments a person by reason of the 
office held by him is disqualified for serving on a grand jury, he 
shall continue to be so disqualified, and shall also be disqualified 
for serving on the county council. 

(3.) Any security required by any of the said enactments shall, 6 
instead of being given by recognizance, be given by a covenant 
under seal with the county council, which may be registered as 
a recognizance, and when so registered shall be a like charge on 
the property of the covenantor as if it was a recognizance. 

(4.) Where in any of the said enactments anything is to be done 10 
on oath or by affidavit, or the grand jury are authorised to administer 
an oath in relation to any business transferred by this Act to a 
county council, the same shall be done without an oath or affidavit, 
or, if so required by the county council, by the production of a 
statutory declaration, which declaration may be taken before any 15 
justice of the peace or commissioner to administer oaths ; and the 
inability of a baronial constable to levy any county cess shall be 
proved on oath to the satisfaction of two justices. 

(5.) For the purposes of this section the expression “ authority ” 
means any grand jury, presentment sessions, justices, or boards of 20 
guardians, and includes any drainage board, or public body, cor- 
porate or unincorporate, specified in a Provisional Order transferring 
any business to the county council; and the expression “member 
of an authority ” includes, where the authority is a grand jury or 
justices any grand juror or any justice ; and the expression 25 
“meeting” in relation to an authority includes assizes and the 
assembly of a grand jury at assizes and the holding of present- 
ment sessions, and the assembly of justices in petty sessions ; and 
the expression “ clerk of an authority ” includes in relation to any 
grand jury the secretary of the grand jury, and in relation to any 30 
justices, the petty sessions clerk. 

(6.) This section shall apply to county boroughs. 

Incorporation of Councils, their Proceedings and Committees. 

47. — (1.) The council of each administrative county shall bo a 
body corporate by the name of the county council with the addition 35 
of the name of the county, and shall have perpetual succession and a 
common seal and power to acquire and hold land for the purposes 
of their constitution. 

(2.) Where any enactment (whether relating to the grand jury 
or to court or sessions houses or other county purposes,) requires or 40 
authorises land to be conveyed or granted to, or any contract 
or agreement to be made in the name of any commissioners or person 
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on belialf of the grand jury, or the administrative county, such 
land shall be conveyed or granted to, and such contract and 
agreement shall be made with, the council of the county concerned. 

(3.) Any act of a baronial council may be signified in writing 
5 under the hand of any two members of the council countersigned 
by the secretary to the county or his deputy. . 

48. — (1.) The chairman of a county council shall be annually 
elected by the council from among the councillors, and shall, by 
virtue of his office, be a justice of the peace for the county ; but 
10 before acting as such justice he shall, if he has not already done 
so, take the oaths required by law to be taken by a justice. 

(2.) The term of office for the chairman shall be one year , and 
he shall continue in office until his successor is appointed, and has 
made the required declaration of acceptance of office. 

15 (3.) The council may annually appoint a councillor to be vice- 

chairman, and, subject to the standing orders of the council, any- 
thing authorised or required to be done by, to, or before the 
chairman otherwise than as a justice of the peace may be done by, 
to, or before such vice-chairman. 

20 (4) The chairman or vice-chairman may resign his office by 

writing, under his hand, sent to the vice-chairman or chairman, or 
secretary to the county. 

(5.) A casual vacancy in the office of chairman or vice-chairman 
caused by resignation, death, or disqualification, shall, as soon as 
25 practicable be filled up by the council, but the person filling such 
vacancy shall retain his office so long only as the vacating 
chairman or vice-chairman would have done. 

(6.) This section shall apply to baronial councils, except that the 
chairman of the baronial council shall not be a justice of the peace. 

30 49. — (1.) Every county council shall appoint a finance committee 

consisting of not more than one third of then’ number, for 
regulating and controlling the finance of their county; and an 
order for paying a sum out of the county fund, whether on account 
of capital or income, shall not be made except upon a resolution of 
35 the council passed on the recommendation of the finance committee, 
and (without prejudice to the provisions of this Act respecting 
the standing joint committee) any expenses debt or liability 
exceeding fifty pounds shall not be incurred except upon a resolu 
tion of the council passed on an estimate submitted by the finance

(2.) The notice of the meeting of the council at which a reso- 
lution for the payment of a sum out of the county fund (otherwise

or liability, and the purpose for which it is to bo paid or incurred. 

50. — (1.) Subject to any regulations made by a council appoint- 5 
ing a committee, the proceedings and quorum of the committee, 
and their place of meeting whether within or without the 
county, shall bo such as the committee direct, and the chairman 
at any meeting of the committee shall have a second or casting 
vote. 

(2.) Any councils may join in appointing out of their respec- 
tive bodies a joint committee for the purpose of any business 
transferred to them by this Act in respect of which they are jointly 
interested, and each of such councils may delegate to the 
committee any power of such council for that purpose except 15 
the power of raising money by cess or loan. 

(3.) Subject to that exception and the terms of delegation, a joint 
committee shall, as regards any matter delegated to it, have the 
same power in all respects as the councils appointing it, or any 
of them, as the case may be, and the provisions of this Act 20 
respecting the proceedings and quorum of a committee shall 
apply to such joint committee, subject to any regulations made 
jointly by the appointing councils. 

(4.) The members of such joint committee shall be appointed at 
such times and in such manner, and hold office for such period, as 25 
may be fixed by the appointing council, if they so long continue 
without re-election to be members of that council. 

(5.) The costs of a joint committee shall be defrayed by the 
appointing councils in the proportion agreed to by them ; and the 
accounts of such joint committee and their officers shall, for the 30 
purposes of this Act, bo deemed to bo accounts of the respective 
county councils and their officers. 

(6.) This section shall apply to councils of county boroughs. 

51. -■(!•) The county council shall annually appoint their repre- 
sentatives on the standing joint committee at the meeting for the 35 
ordinary election of chairman, and may at any meeting fill up any 
casual vacancy among their representatives. 

(2.) The grand jury shall at the first assizes in every year 
appoint their representatives on the standing joint committee, 
each of whom shall own land in the county, either freehold, or 40 
leasehold with a term of not less than a hundred years unexpired, 
and of a rateable value not less, if freehold, than one hundred 
pounds , and, if leasehold, than two hundred pounds. 
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(3.) The grand jury may nominate persons to fill casual vacancies ^ D 1892 .

5 the sheriff shall appoint a person in accordance with the said nomi- 
nation, or if there is no person so nominated who can he appointed, 
then any properly qualified person to fill the vacancy until the next 
assizes, and then the grand jury may fill the vacancy. 

(4.) Any member of the committee may resign by writing under 
10 his hand sent to the chairman of the committee or the secretary 
to the county. 

(5.) The First Schedule shall apply to the proceedings of the 
committee, and subject thereto the proceedings of the committee 
shall be regulated by standing orders made by the committee. 

15 (6.) The expenses of the standing joint committee shall be defrayed 

by the county council out of the county cess, as general expenses. 

Officers. 

52. — (1.) The standing joint committee may appoint and Staff of 
remove the secretary to the county, who shall act as the clerk officers - 
20 of the county council and of the standing joint committee, and 
shall, by himself, or any deputy forming part of the staff of officers 
herein-after mentioned, act as the clerk of every baronial council, 
and perform the duties for the time being required by law to be 
performed by the secretary of the grand jury, and shall perform 
25 such other duties as may be assigned to him by the county council 
with the concurrence of the standing joint committee. 

(2.) The county council shall pay to the secretary to the county 
such reasonable remuneration as may be fixed by the council, 
with the concurrence of the standing joint committee, and the 
30 remuneration may be in excess of the amount fixed by the Grand 
Jury Act, 1836, and the Acts amending the same.

Besides such banking company and the secretary to the 
county, there shall be such staff of officers with such remuneration 
in each county as may be determined by a scheme of the county 
council, made with the consent of the Local Government Board,

officers required for the execution of the Sanitary Acts), after the 
day on which the transfer of the execution of those Acts to

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the county council takes effect, or in either case within such further 
time as may he allowed by the said Board. 

(5.) Such scheme may he varied from time to time with the 
consent of the standing joint committee, or if the county council 
appeal to the Local Government Board against the refusal of that 5 
consent, then with the consent of that Board ; save as aforesaid, 
any increase of the staff or remuneration above that provided by 
the scheme shall be invalid, but the county council may discontinue 
or diminish the remuneration of any office of the county except 
those of the secretary to the county and the county surveyor. 10 

(6.) The said staff shall include a county surveyor, and at least 
one constable in each barony, and for the Sanitary Acts a medical 
officer of health, and shall include such assistant surveyors, collec- 
tors, and other officers and servants, as may be to be necessary 
or proper for the efficient execution of their business by the 15 
county and baronial councils. 

(7.) The county council shall appoint a county surveyor, who 
shall be qualified according to law, but he shall not, unless removed 
or suspended by the Lord Lieutenant, be dismissed, nor shall his 
salary be withheld or reduced' without the concurrence of the 20 
standing joint committee. 

(S.) The county council may appoint and remove at their 
pleasure the other officers, and the power of any officer to appoint 
any clerk, assistant, or deputy shall cease. 

(9.) It shall not be necessary to re-appoint, a constable of 25 
a barony upon every applotmont of county cess, and the security 
given may be a continuing security so as to extend to all defaults 
of the constable during his tenure of office. 

(10.) The county council shall cause the secretary to the county 
or other officer to send to the Lord Lieutenant or the Local 30 
Government Board such returns and information as may from 
time to time be required by either House of Parliament. 

(11.) No paid officer in the permanent employment of a county 
council who is required to devote his whole time to such employ- 
ment shall be eligible to serve inParliamont. 35 

(12.) It shall not be lawful to appoint a county councillor or the 
partner in business of a county councillor to any office or place of 
profit under the county council or any committee in this Act 
mentioned ; and the disqualification shall apply to any person and 
his partners in business during six months next after such person 40 
has ceased to be a county councillor. 

{13.) The Local Government Board, on the request of the county 
council, may hold an inquiry as to the misconduct of any officer 
and the propriety of removing him, and if the result of the inquiry

(1-1.) This section shall he without prejudice to the provisions 
of this Act respecting existing officers. 


5 Elections. 

53. The election of county and baronial councillors shall, subject 
to the provisions of this Act, he carried out so far as practicable in 
the same manner as the election of councillors of a municipal 
borough, and in the case of a county divided into electoral divisions, 
10 of a borough divided into wards ; and for that purpose the enact- 
ments specified in Part Two of the Third Schedule to this 
Act so far as they apply to municipal elections in Ireland, shall 
apply to county and baronial council elections, with the necessary 
modifications, and in particular with the following additions and 
15 modifications : — 

(1.) The triennial election of county and baronial councillors 
shall he conducted together on the twenty-fifth day of No- 
vember in every third year, and that day is in this Act 
referred to as the ordinary day of election of such councillors. 
20 (2.) Such person as the county council appoint shall he the 

returning officer for the election, and without prejudice to any 
other power, he may by writing under his hand appoint a fit 
person to he his deputy for all or any of the purposes relating to 
the election, and may by himself or sueh deputy exercise any 
25 powers and do any things which a returning officer is autho- 
rised or required to exercise or do in relation to such election, 
and shall for the purposes of the election have all the powers 
of the sheriff at a parliamentary election. 

(3.) A reference in this Act, or in the said enactments, to the 
30 returning officer or to the mayor or to the alderman shall 
he construed to refer to the returning officer, and any such 
deputy as above mentioned. 

pi.) A reference in the said enactments to the town clerk shall 
he construed so far as respects the elecfciou to refer to the 
35 returning officer or his deputy, and as respects matters sub- 
sequent to the election to refer to the secretary to the county. 

(5.) The county court house, or, in an electoral division in which 
there is no such court house, such sessions court house or other 
public building as the county council provide, shall be 
40 substituted for the town hall. 

(6.) The voter may place against the name of any candidate for 
whom he votes the number of votes he gives to such candidate in 
[174.] E 2 
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lieu of a cross, and tlic form, of directions for the guidance of 
the voter in voting contained in the Ballot Act, 1872, shall be 
altered accordingly. 

(7-) The returning officer shall forthwith after the election return 
the names of the county and baronial councillors to the 5 
secretary to the county. 

(8.) If a returning officer dies, or is absent, or is otherwise in- 
capable of acting, the county council shall forthwith appoint 
another person to be returning officer in his place. 

(9.) The comity council, with the sanction of the Lord 10 
Lieutenant, may alter the polling districts and polling places 
in their county, but an order so made shall not take effect 
until a register of electors can he made to correspond to a 
polling district so made, and if made after the first day of 
April in any year shall not affect the registration during that 15 
year. Until any such alteration is made, the polling districts 
at the first election shall continue. 

(10.) The Municipal Elections (Corrupt and Illegal Practices) 
Act, 1884, shall extend to the election of county and baronial 
councillors and of councillors and aldermen in county boroughs 20 
in like manner as if it were herein re-enacted in such terms 
and with such modifications as are necessary lo make it appli- 
cable to such elections, and in particular with the following : — 

(«.) References to Part Pour of the Municipal Corporations 
Act, 3.882, and to the sections therein, shall refer to the 25 
Corrupt Practices (Municipal Elections) Act, 1872. and 
the corresponding sections therein, and references to other 
enactments in force in England shall refer to the corre- 
sponding enactments in force in Ireland ; 

(b.) The registration rules under this Act shall provide 30 
for the proper dealing with the corrupt and illegal 
practices list. 

54 -. — (1.) All expenses properly incurred in relation to the 
holding of elections of councillors of county and baronial councils 
shall be paid out of the county fund as general expenses. 35 

(2.) The expenses of any such election shall not exceed those 
allowed by the scale framed by the county council with the consent 
of the Local Government Board. 

(8.) The sections relating to election expenses specified in Part 
Three of the Third Schedule to this Act shall apply as if herein re- 
enacted with the necessary modifications, and in particular with the 
substitution of the county council for the person from whom payment 
is claimed, and of one month for the period of fourteen days within 
which application may be made for taxation. 
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(4.) A county council shall, on the request of the returning 
officer, prior to a poll being taken at any election advance to him 
such sum not exceeding ten pounds for every thousand electors at 
the election as he may require. 

5 55. — (1.) A person shall be entitled to be registered as a county 

elector once, but not more than once, in every barony in which he 
has a qualification, but a person shall not be entitled to vote more 
than once at the same election of county councillors for a county. 

(2.) Subject to registration rules under this section, county 
10 electors shall be registered together with and in like manner as 
parliamentary electors in Ireland. 

(3.) Rules (in this Act called registration rules) shail be made 
by Order in Council for adapting the enactments governing the 
registration of parliamentary electors in Ireland to the combined 
15 registration of parliamentary and county electors, with power 
to apply any of the enactments governing the combined regis- 
tration of parliamentary and county electors in England. The 
registration rules may, with a view to the combined registration 
determine the forms to be used, and the times and mode at which 
20 all matters relating to registration are to be done, and the duties 
to be performed by clerks of the peace, town clerks, clerks to unions, 
baronial constables, collectors of poor rates, and other persons, in 
relation to registration, and may determine the divisions and parts 
in which, and the manner in which, the lists and registers are to be 
25 made out, printed, numbered, and published. 

(4.) The revision courts held for revising lists of parliamentary 
electors shall revise the lists of coimty electors, with the like 
powers and duties and subject to the like appeal, and shall be held 
within the times fixed by the registration rules. 

30 (5.) The register of county electors shall be completed on or 

before the seventh day of November in every year, and shall be the 
register of county electors for the year beginning that day and 
ending on the next succeeding sixth day of November. 

(6.) The provisions of this section shall apply to the enrolment 
35 of burgesses in like manner as to the registration of county 
electors, and the registration rules may assimilate throughout all 
the county boroughs the duties of town clerks in relation to the 
combined registration of parliamentary electors and burgesses. 

(7.) The registration rules may alter and add to the instruc- 
40 tions, precepts, notices, and forms under the enactments relating 
to the registration of parliamentary electors in Ireland in such 
manner as appears necessary for carrying into effect this Act 
and any other Act for the time being in force amending or affecting 
the said enactments ; and the instructions, precepts, notices, and 
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forms specified in the registration rules shall be observed and be 
valid in law, and clerks of the peace, town clerks, clerks of the 
union, and baronial constables and other persons shall act 
accordingly. 

(8.) The expenses of the registration of county electors shall 5 
form part of the expenses of the registration of parliamentary 
electors and be defrayed accordingly, and such expenses shall 
include any sums payable as lierein-after mentioned in respect of 
the services of the clerk of the peace and baronial constables. 

(9.) There may be paid to the clerk of the peace and to baronial 10 
constables in a county such remuneration for their duties in relation 
to the registration of county electors as may be determined by the 
county council with the consent of the standing joint committee, 
or in the case of the constables may be fixed by a scheme under this 
Act, and where the clerk of the peace is in receipt of a salary out 15 
of moneys provided by Parliament the said amount shall be added 
to his salary, and an equal amount shall be paid out of the county 
cess to the Exchequer. 

(10.) The scale under the Parliamentary Registration Expenses 
(Ireland) Act, 1S90, for the remuneration of the clerks and col- 20 
lectors of poor rates for their services and expenses in carrying 
into effect the Representation of the People Acts shall include 
their remuneration for their services and expenses in relation to 
the registration of county electors under this Act, and any existing 
scale may be altered so as to give effect to this enactment, and 25 
any sum so payable shall be paid out of the poor rate. 

Miscellaneous. 

56. Notwithstanding anything in section twenty-nine of the 
Grand Jury Act, 1836, the sheriff shall not be required to summon 
the grand jury to attend before the day for oponing the Commission 30 
of Assize, if it appears to him that there is no business which 
requires their attendance before that day ; and any business may 
without any application to the judge be transacted by the grand 
jury alter the Commission has been opened. 

57. — (1.) "Where the Local Government Board are required in 35 
pursuance of this Act to decide any difference or adjustment or any 
matter referred to arbitration, the provisions of the Regulation of 
Railways Act, 1868, respecting arbitrations by the Board of Trade, 
and the enactments amending those provisions, shall apply as if 
they were herein re-enacted, and in terms made applicable to the 40 
Local Government Board and the decision of differences, adjust- 
ments, and matters under this Act. 

(2.) Where the Local Government Board are authorised by 
this Act to make any inquiry, to determine any difference, to 
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make or confirm any order, or to give any consent, sanction, or 
approval to any matter, or otherwise to act under this Act, they 
may cause to he made a local inquiry, and in that case, and also in 
a case where they are required by this Act to cause tp he made a 
5 local inquiry, sections two hundred and nine to two hundred and 
ten, two hundred and twelve, and two hundred and thirteen of the 
Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, shall apply as if they were 
herein re-enacted, and in terms made applicable to this Act. 

(2.) A provisional order under this Act shall be of no effect until 
10 it is confirmed by Parliament. 

(3.) Sections two hundred and fourteen and two hundred 
and fifteen of the Public Health Ireland Act, 187S (which relate 
to the making of provisional orders by the Local Government 
Board), shall apply for the purposes of this Act as if herein 
15 re-enacted, and in terms made applicable thereto. 

(4.) The expenses of any local inquiry held by the Board under 
this Act, including a sum on account of the salary of any officer 
of the Board engaged therein, shall be paid by the parties to the 
inquiry, or by such of them and in such proportions as the Board 
20 order, and the amount ordered by the Board to be paid, shall be a 
debt to the Crown from the council, authority, or person by whom 
it is ordered to be paid. 

58 .— ( 1 .) The Privy Council on an appeal under this Act may 
make such order as to costs, and the parties by whom such costs

(2.) All councils, authorities, and persons shall obey any order 
made by the Privy Council upon an appeal under this Act, and 
every such order shall have effect, and may be enforced, as a 
judgment of the High Court.

(&.) The powers of the finance committee shall be vested in the 
county council. 

(c.) No road wardens shall be appointed, and the duties of road 
wardens shall be performed by the baronial council : 25 

(d.) No district shall be appointed for presentment sessions. 

(e.) The High Court shall have no power to fix the place and 
time of meeting of the council. 

Savings. 

61. Nothing in this Act, nor anything done in pursuance of 30 
this Act — 

(a.) shall alter the limits of any parliamentary borough or 
parliamentary county, or the right of any person to be 
registered in any parliamentary register of electors ; or 

{b.) shall affect the position of any counties of cities and counties 35 
of towns under section twenty-two of the Purchase of Land 
(Ireland) Act, 1891, or alter the position of any county 
borough under the said Act, and the provisions of the said 
sections respecting counties of cities and counties of towns 
which are considered as included in the counties therein 40 
named shall apply to boroughs not heretofore counties of towns 
which are constituted counties of boroughs by this Act as if 
they had not been separated from the counties at large.

The expression “ property ” includes all property, real and per- 
sonal, and all estates, interests, easements, and rights, whether 
equitable or legal, in, to, and out of property real and personal, 
including things in action, and registers, books, and documents ; 
and when used in relation to any grand jury, board of 15 
guardians, or other authority, includes any property which on 
the appointed day belongs to or is vested in, or held in trust 
for, or would but for this Act have, on or after that day,

The expression “ powers” includes rights, jurisdiction, capacities, 
privileges, and immunities :

Subject as in this Act mentioned, the appointed day 5 
for the purposes of this Act shall in each county be the first day of 
April next after the passing of this Act, or as respects 
business under the Sanitary Act after the transfer of the 
business, or in any case such other day, earlier or later, as 
the Local Government Board (but after the election of 10 
county councillors for a county on the application of the 
provisional council or county council) may appoint, cither generally 
or with reference to any particular provision of this Act, and 
different days may be appointed for different purposes and 
different provisions of this Act, whether contained in the same 15 
section or in different sections or for different counties. 

(2.) Save so far as there may be anything in the context incon- 
sistent therewith, any enactment of this Act shall conic into opera- 
tion on the appointed day. 

(3.) This section shall apply to county boroughs. 20 

Transitional Proceedings. 

71 _ (i.) Every coss and rate made before the appointed day 
may be levied, and proceedings for the enforcement thereof taken 
in like manner as if this Act had not passed. 

(2.) The accounts of all receipts and expenditure before the ap- 25 
pointed day shall he audited, aucl disallowances, surcharges, and 
penalties recovered and enforced, and other consequential pro- 
ceedings had in like manner as if this Act had not passed, and 
every officer whose duty it is to make up any accounts, or to 
account for any portion of the receipts or expenditure in any g 0 
account, shall, until the audit is completed, ho deemed for the 
purpose of sueli audit to continue in office and he bound to 
perform the same duties and render the same accounts, and bo 
subject to the same liabilities as before tlie appointed day. 

( 8 .) AE proceedings, legal and other, commenced before the 35 
appointed day, may be carried on in like manner as if this Act had 
not passed, and may be so carried on by the county council in 
substitution for the authorities by whom such proceedings were com- 
menced. Every legal proceeding commenced before the appointed 
day may he amended in such manner as may appear necessary or 40 
proper in order to bring the same into conformity with this Act. 
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72. At the expiration of three months after the appointed day, 
the existing governors and directors of every district lunatic asylum 
shall cease to hold office unless re-appointed by the Lord Lieutenant. 

'Existing Officers. 

5 73. — (1.) The existing secretary to the grand jury in each county 

shall he the first secretary to that county under this Act. 

(2.) The existing county surveyor in each county shall continue 
to he surveyor of that county. 

(3.) The existing treasurer in each county shall continue to he 
10 treasurer of that county, and where such treasurer is not a hanking 
company, he shall hold office hy the same tenure as is fixed hy this 
Act for the county surveyor. 

(4.) All other existing officers appointed hy the grand jury of a 
county or appointed by any such officer under a statutory power and 
15 paid out of the county cess shall continue in office as officers of the 
council of the county, and all persons appointed baronial constables 
in a county at the assizes next before the passing of this Act , shall 
continue in office as existing officers of the council of such county. 

(5.) All the existing officers above mentioned shall hold office 
20 by the tenure and on the terms and conditions fixed by this Act 
for the like officers, and while performing their duties shall receive 
not less salaries and remuneration and be entitled to not less 
pensions (if any) than if this Act had not passed. Provided that 
if any existing officer who holds office at the pleasure of the county 
25 council is removed or has his remuneration reduced or suspended, 
without such cause as in the case of an appeal by the officer to the 
standing joint committee appears to the standing joint committee 
to be sufficient, that officer shall be entitled to compensation. 

(6.) The scheme mentioned in this Act relating to the staff of 
30 officers may distribute the business to be performed by existing 
officers in such manner as may be considered just, and every 
existing officer shall perform such duties in relation to that business 
as may be directed by the scheme, and shall not, except with the con- 
currence of the standing joint committee, be called upon to perform 
35 any other duties. 

(7.) The said scheme or the county council may abolish the office 
of any existing officer whose office they may deem unnecessary, 
but such officer shall be entitled to compensation under this Act. 

(8.) The county surveyor and the officers appointed by him or by 
40 the grand jury of a county of a city or town shall become officers of 
the council of such county of a city or town in like manner as if they 
had been appointed under the Municipal Corporations (Ireland) Acts.

74.— (1.) Every existing officer declared by this Act to bo 
entitled to compensation, and every other existing officer, -whether 
before mentioned in this Act or not, who by virtue of this Act, or 
anything done in pursuance of or in consequence of this Act, 
suffers any direct pecuniary loss by abolition of office or by 5 
diminution or loss of fees or salary, shall be entitled to compensation 
for such, pecuniary loss from the county council, to whom the 
business of the authority, whose officer he was, is transferred 
under this Act, regard being had to the conditions on which his 
appointment was made, to the nature of his office or employment, 10 
to the duration of his service, to any additional emoluments which 
lie acquires by virtue of this Act, or of anything done in 
pursuance of or in consequence of this Act, and to all the 
other circumstances of the case, and the compensation shall 
not exceed the amount which, under the Acts and rules relating to 15 
Her Majesty’s Civil Service, is paid to a person on abolition of 
office. 

(2.) Every person entitled to compensation as above mentioned, 
shall deliver to the county council a claim under his hand setting 
forth the whole amount received and expended by him or his predc- 20 
cessors in office, in every year during fine years next before the 
passing of this Act , 011 account of the emoluments for which he 
claims compensation, distinguishing the offices in respect of which 
the emoluments were received, and accompanied by a statutory 
declaration that the statement is true according to the best of his 25 
knowledge, information, and belief. 

(3.) Such statement shall be submitted to the county council, 
who shall forthwith take the same into consideration, assess the 
just amount of compensation (if any), and inform the claimant 
of their decision. BO 

(4.) If a claimant is aggrieved by the refusal of the county 
council to grant any compensation, or by the amount of com- 
pensation assessed, or if not less than one third of the councillors 
of such council subscribe a protest against the amount of the

(5.) Any claimant under this section, if so required by any

(6.) The compensation payable in pursuance of this section shall 
begin at the date fixed hy the council on granting it, or, in case of 
appeal, hy the Treasury, and shall he a specialty debt due to the 
person entitled from the county council.

is appointed to any office under the same or any other county
